‘HAH! Chaht Chak!” All 
through my first night in Ro- 
mania, 28 we sal in the car, hope- 

lessly borged down in a bottomless mud- 
hole, these weird falsetto cries, oriental in 
their cadence, rang through our ears, They 
were uttered by peasants, who were urging 
thelr sleepy oxen on to begin work before 
dawn in their distant felds. 

Some hours earlier, on our way to Sibin, 
our night's objective, we had gotten off 
the main road and become completely lost. 
At micinight, not having eaten since noon, 
we entered an obscure village. Obviously, 
everyone had gone to bed except the nu- 
meryus canine population, which loudly re- 
sented: our inirusivn. 

Out of the darkness emerged the figure 
ofaiman, We explained our plight,-and he 
tried to take ws wver a short cut to the main 
road. Halfway there, unskillfully guided, 
we suddenly dropped into a mudhole. With 
the aid of some passing peasants and their 
six oxen, we worked for many hours to ¢x- 
tricate the car, Finolly we gave up and 
tne] to sheep in the cramped quarters of 
our roudeter, 

At dawn our friend, feeling responsible 
for the situation, arrived with more help. 
After five hours of fruitless effort. we 
learned of a near-by Saxon farmer who 
owned a tractor, When we found him it 
wis only to hear the sad news that the 
machine was out of commission! He pave 
us, however, at his howse a breakfast of 


freshly baked biack bread and honey, which 
wis manna from heaven to ws. 

After a sojourn of some twenty hours in 
the mud, with the help of four horses and 
a dogen men, we were finally on our way 

A day later, entering Bucharest, I ex- 
perienced a great disappointment. It was 
during the dry, hot month of July. (©n 
every side intense waves. of heat from the 
flat Danubian plain engulfed ws, and the 
green of the trees and grass was hidden be- 
nenth a thick coating of chit, 

Driving down the Chaussée, we passed 
pc nw dilapidated plaster Arc de Tri- 

iit for the coronation of King 
t ‘erdinand and Queen Marie. 

Two years’ residence in the country has 
changed this first, unfortunate impression. 
Great charm, I have learned, often he 
under a dusty and shabby surface. Intact, 
I have fallen under the spell of Romania,

Though Paris may be France, Bucharest 
is hardly Romania, This capital has al- 
most nothing in common with the country. 
Tt is & gay, cosmopolitan city, often, if mot 
aptly, called the Little Paris of the Balkans. 

Its streets are crowded with smartly 
dressed women, officers resplendent in their 
coloriul oniforms and gold braid, and men 
and women of the foreign colonies, who 
contrast strikingly with peasants In native 
dresses.and gypsies in rags anc tatters. Its. 
restaurants and coffeehouses, always: fa- 
mous for pocd food, are abuzz with the 
latest political rumors and. gossip. 

The opening, in the autumn, of Parlia- 
ment by the King is a brilliant event; For 
several blocks and for hours, the Palace 
Guards in their bright blue uniforms, high 
patent leather jack boots, shining helmets 
with white horsehair plumes, stand smartly 
at attention until the members of Par- 
liament, the Diplomatic Corps, the army 
generals, and the King have passed, 


The great moments are the arrival and 
departure of the King, in an open Janda, 
Footmen in satin breeches, long coats of 
brocade, and three-cornered hats, and a 
ferocious coachman cracking his whip at 
six milk-white or coal-black stallions. on 
whose backs ride. postilions in bright red 
hunting costumes, acd to the striking medie- 
val picture (see opposite page), 

We found it fun in winter to hire an 
open sleigh drawn by horses bedecked with 
bells: and red ribbons, and driven by a 
coachman in a high fur caciula (cachoula}, 
a tall astrakhan cay long velvet coat, and 
wide girdle of metal. | 

There. are still a few coachmen living in 
Bucharest who belong to a curious alien 
sect called Scopili, now almost extinct. The 
men were allowed to marry, but at the birth 
of the first child they were made sterile. 
T saw them often driving open carriages.

The wide avenue leading up to the Arc 
de Triomphe, past a pretty little race course 
nnd the golf links of the Country Club is a 
miniature sugeestion of the Champs Elysees 
in the French capital, Many stately pal- 
toes and homes line its streets. Romania 
has gone modern in her new houses and 
aparlments. 

There i¢ much music other than in the 
cafés, Bucharest boasts of rather good 
opera during the winter and a really nne 
eymohony frequently plays modern music. 
Last year we heard a fascinating gypsy 
dance, composed by a Romanian mitisi- 
cian, rivaling Ravel's “Bolero” in rhythm. 
Enescu, the Romanian composer and violin- 
ist, is eagerly awaited in many cities. of 
Europe and America, but so full of love for 
his homeland is this Romanian that he de- 
lights Hucharst a part of each year with 
his mirsic, 

The National Theater & well patronized 
and plays by Romanian and foreign authors 
are piven, Once orate, the building is now 
sh: ibby, although an air of faded elegance 
still pervades the place.

Bucharest is a city of churches. From 
everywhere can be seen rising the rounded 
domes of the Romanian Orthodox Church. 
The people are religicus, but matter-of-fact 
about it. Despite the slavic influence, there 
is no mysticism here. Religion is simply 
a part of everyday life. The Church is 
like a protective father, and they respond 
with a simple faith.

Down by the hanks of the Dambovita, 
which Eddie Cantor mode famous in one 
of his songs, is the great morket, where 
flowers, froit, food, household goods, and 
Romanian handiwork are sold in the open 
hooths of peasants and petty tradespeople 
(see Hlustration, page 407}.

The Romanian peasant is lovable, Al- 
Ways gracious, courteous, and good-natured, 
hé is industrious, yet somewhat inefficient. 
He works hard in his fields and forests, but 
always in a primitive manner, waing the 
crude tools of his forefathers;

“Old Kingdom” and Transylvania, we spetit 

a Summer in a 6mall cottage. During our 

holiilays we had many oppertunities to 


chserve the ancient methods of work fol- 
lowed by the peasants, 

I was particularly impressed with the 
native manner of washing clothes. Onur 
laundress built a fire in the yard beneath a 
largé iron pot, in which she pot the clothes 
to bail. Then, in-a large wooden trough 
hewn from a log, she rubber and washed! 
the carments with her hands, without even 
the aid of a washboard. Next, she wrung 
cut the heavy linen with her own hands. 
Back-breaking work it was, but the clothes 
emerged spotlessly white. 

With on old-fashioned iron, kept hot by 
a stuill charcoal fire inside, she pressed 
them, and Lam sure che would have scorned 
the electric washing machines and irons so 
sential to Amencan housewives. 

Politically, Romania traveled toward the 
left after the war, as have in a degree most 
of the countries of the Near Enst. The 
lance landholdings were expropriated and 
the acres sold tu the peasants an easy terms,

The land was appraised on a basis of 
reasonable value, and the entry given 
Romanian bonds in compensation for the 
land. When subsequently the nation went 
off the gold standard and her money de- 
precioted, these bonds became almost worth- 
Irs, Since 1926, however, ber currency 
has been among the most stable. 

THE DANUBE DELTA 


GYPSY CAMPS TS 





Qur inclination led us to. the south of 
Romunia, so we went first to the Danuie 
Delta country. There, curing the spring 
and summer, many EVpPSy camps are found 
(ere thustration, pate 400), 

In the Danube country gypsies carve out 
of wood huge water trouzhs, all variety and 
manner of cooking utensils, washing equip- 
ment, eic With thelr wild animal eves, 
scragely black locks, wretchedly dirty, and 
clad in rags, gypsies are a proof of the cis- 
Husionmeént of reality.

Who has not conjured up some pay, 
romantic picture of gypsy life from atar? 
Vet how distressing when one mects it at 
close quarters! Birt gypsy music is beauti- 
ful, Almost at every street corner in Buchas- 
rest one encounters an urchin with his 
violin, ready to play for a few Jed. 

My first winter in Bucharest, in contrast 
to the summer, was bitterly cold, Often I 
wits distressed to see pypsy boys, half naked 
and shivering, beering at the streel corners: 
L was soon cured when one day, giving two 
boys some pleces of lei, they laughed, pulled 
out of their pockets bandfuls, und began 
counting ard dividing the money, 


HeAR-TARIELS: AND BLACKSMITHS 


Since time immemorial gypsies have al- 
ways gone into the bear-taming business. 
Very often you see several gypares, with 
an equal number of bears, making them 
dance for a delighted crowd of onlookers. 
Or, failing a bear, gypaies are iron-forgers 
and blacksmiths, and their beautiful hand- 
wrought grilles are famous everywhere.

Bucharest we saw fine examples of gypsy 
iIfonwore. 

The delta country covers a tremendous 
area spreading between the three branches 
of the Danube. 

Afost important of Danube channels is 
the Sulina, which carries most of the river 
trafic coming down from far-off Germany, 
Awsitia, Hungary, Yugoslavia, and Czecho- 
shovak ia. 

The European Commission of the Dan- 
ube, which assures free navigation of the 
tiver, struggles constantly to keep the silt, 
washed down from half of Europe, from 
clogging up this artery to the Black Sea. 

(in the Danube’s banks are two important 
ports, Galati and Brdila, which receive ve=- 
seis of ccein drait. Principal exports are 
wheat, barley, corn, lumber, and same ail. 


MANY TARE AND DEAUTIFUL BIEts 


The bird life of the delta is wondrous 
beyond description. Many rare and beauti- 
ful birds are here for the looking: We 
hired, at fifty cents for the day, a black, 
flat-bottom rowbaat, and slipped silently

through the reeds and narrow channels of 
the delta, Suddenly we surprised perhaps 
200 pelicans, which, web-footed and gross, 
made their get-away quickly. We happened 
on a Hock of wild swans sailing about in 
quiet dignity. Among the rarer varieties of 
duck is-a snow-white bird with an emerald- 
green head and bill. Eerets, flamingos, cor- 
moronts, wild teese, many kinds of ducks, 
herons, and cranes are listed among. the 
commoner Vvatielies of bird life. 


BOATMEN STILL WEAR FEXZES 


As we were now near the Black Sea, why 
not go ta Constanta? This city, Romania's 
most important port, still boars traces of 
the ‘Turkish occupation of Dobrija Prov- 
ince, Which is reflected in its shabby mosque 
and the red fezzes of many of its boatmen 
(see illustration, page 424). 

We found Constanta 2 modern. harbor, 
with a well-equipped oil dock where petro- 
lewm products are pumped directly inti 
ocean-gaing tankers. A pipe line from the 
oil fields terminates here, but it is not ade- 
quate to meet the demand, and thousands

(il felds are tremendous, and vast tracts 
of proven land are yet undeveloped, Ro- 
masia is one of the world's largest oll pro 
ducers, being exceeded in 1932 only by the 
United! States, the Soviet Enion, and Vene- 
ruela. Petroleum products are important 


in her foreign trade because exportation is: 


ne} seesonal, 

The petroleum markets: are principally 
Turkey, Egypt, Mediterranean ports, and 
even western Europe, Large quantities of 


grain are also shipped from the port, but. 


unfortunately there are not enough grain 
elevators for efficient storage and lading. 
Numerous resorts with good bathing 


beaches moke this coast an attractive sum- 


mering place, We enjoyed Eforia, a rather 
primitive resort just outside of Constanta, 
where we bathed in the Black Sea and 
fused for hours at the ever-changing blues 
and greens of its waters. E. 

To the south, at Baleic, Queen Marie has 
built a beautiful sumumer palace whose par- 
den is the show place of the coast (sce 
Color Plates 1, 1, and VIII}. On the 
Klack Sea, where the modern city. of Con- 
stanta stands, are the ruins of old Tomi, 
where Ovid passed his life in exile and im- 
morttaliced in verse the curative mud baths. 


A DOAT TRIP DOWN THE DANUBE 


One evening last autumn we boarded a 
Danube steumer at Galatt whose staterooms 
would accommodate perhaps twelye people. 
We ate in the dining room, which was also 
the lounge. It was clean and comfortable 
amd provided with a tadio that shrieked 
oriental music into the late hours of the 
night. 

Our only fellow. travelers were a Ko- 
mainian sta captain and his wife, also on 
their way to Valeov, Numerous, however, 
were our deck passengers—peasants with 
their live geese, poots, ane! household goods 
traveling to their homes along the Danube, 

The boat cook was most obliging, allow- 
ing us to enter his kitchen, ask for certain 
dishes, and even explain to him the intri- 
cociées of baking an apple. Before we went 
to bed, he asked whether he should buy 
milk the next morning at one of the ports 
for our cottee, 

As we were eating breakfast our friend 
the sen captam rushed to our table to point 
aut at Chilin his ship, He was anxious to

let us know that he was 0 salt-water sailor 
at a seagoing vessel which had even been 
to Bristol. t proved to be an ancient tram 

steamer, but his pride in it was delightful. 
In the company of himself and his wife we 
visited the Valcov fisheries under the guidl- 
ance of our captain, who wore a. Mephisio-

We. were enchanted to ind VAaleov more 
Russian than Russia. The men all wore 
full beards and were dressed in long velvet 
coats buttoned very smartly up the front, 
while the women, in their full skirts and 
heads covered with bright scarfs, made. o 
gay picture. Children were everywhere 
chewing sunflower seers, the Russian subs- 
stitute for gum and peanuts, 

Vilcow was like a tiny Venice, with 
its canals serving as main thoroughfares 
through the town (see Ulustration, page 
406). Hoth in the fishermen’s houses and 
in the market places, we always found at 
least one lovely ikon. 

Entering first an immense storage tuild- 
ing, we aaw where the fish were cleaned, 
sorted, packed in ice for shipment to Bucho- 
rest andl other consuming centers, and 
smoked or salted for export, There was a 
great varicty of salt- and fresh-water fish, 
including some strange Danubian species 
which we could not identify, At the hack 
of the storage house was a deep cave topped 
by an carthen mound, where hundreds of 
tons of ice, cut from the river and canals 
in winter, are stored against the summer 

Crossing the main. canal by an arched 
wooden bridge, which reminded ws of the 
Rialto, we arrived at the large open market, 
Here the fishermen bring their dally catch 
to be sold under the supervision of the State 
Fisheries. They go out in groups of five or 
eix to each sturdy boat made water-tight 
and blackened by tar. The hosts set out 
in. time to reach the fishing grounds by rlay- 


dight; the fishermen say they must catch 


the wary sturgeon while she is-stil] asleep. 
THE QUEST FOR CAVIAR 

‘The fishing ground varies with the sea- 

sons; sometimes it is the Black Sea and 

sometimes the Danube and the channels of 

the delta, where the sturgeon come to 

spawn, The boats return about noon, are 
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unloaded, the fish weiehed, and the caviar 
extracted. 

A good catch in season may reach 40,000 
pounds, of which nsually 12,000 pounds are 
sturgeon, Twelve thousand pounds of stur- 
geon will ordinarily produce 500 pounds of 
caviar. The average sturgeon weighs about 
450 pounds, and a record specimen just 
under 2,000 pounds, In ‘the best season 
about 5 per cent of the sturgeon’s gross 
weight ic caviar, At New York prices for 
the litthe black eges, a 2,000-pound fish 
represents a respectable sum, 

The sturgeon are put up for auction and 
the buyers must be-very expert to judge the 
amount of caviar in the fish before it is 
cipperne . 

These were the most famous and richest 
of Russia's caviar fisheries before Besan- 
rabia became a component part of Romania 
in 1918. 

Quer visit to Valery was rather disappomt- 
ing, as the preceding day had been a holi- 
day, and as great quantitics of juica (tzoo- 
icka), the national drink, made from fresh 
nums, hod heen consumed, many of the 
fishermen had not felt equal to going out 
and the catch was small. 

We visited the Lipovan Orthodox Church. 
Because of thetr refusal to subscribe to the 
ritualistic reforms of the Russian Church 
at the beginning of the nineteenth century, 
the Lipovans were sent by the Russian Gov- 
ermment to colimize the delta, They still 
maintain that they are the only true be- 
lievers in the old creed and stoutly adhere 
to their traditional beliefs and practices. 
The Romanian Government has not dis. 
turbed them since the inclusion of Bes- 
saraubia in Romanin and their lie goes on 
unruffied by political changes. 


FEASTING TX THER CHURCHTARD 


In the churchyard we found several 
townspeople cleaning up the remains of the 
St. Mory’s Day feast given the day before 
to the poor of the town. Much food must 
have been cooked, judging from the size of 
the black-iron cauldrons, | 

Attracted by the sound of music and 
stamping of feet, we wandered into # amall 
cafe, on our way back to the boat, where 
the men of the town were still making 
mercy. ‘They were singing lustily, and now 
and then one of them jumped up from his 
table and danced o wae fast Russian folk- 
dance to the tune of a wheery accordion 





industriously operated by a blind musician. 
Over the bar hung an ikon of the Madernna, 
who seemed to smile down in approval on 
the gaiety of her people. With typical Rus- 


Sian cordiality our presence was welcomed 
and we were asked to join in the festivities. 


WHERE THE DANUDE 15 BLUE 


Our afternoon and night trip back to 
Galati was a beautiful one. The Danube 


was as blue.as one expects but rarely finds 


it. The land spread for miles on either side 
in low, flat stretches, but here and there one 
saw a Cluster of small houses, ao few Jean 


cattle, and tiny plots of ground for cabbage 


ane corn, which some enterprising peasant 
had reclaimed from the SWilITipS. 

In these hundreds of square miles of river 
and marshes live only the hard-working 
fishermen an] many fugitives from justice. 
These lutter hide themselves in the laby- 
rinth of channels and almost impenetrable 
SWiTipis: 

Romania’ s most famous qutlaw lived for 

rs in the delta and successtully 


many’ 
defied the ‘elotts uf the police to find him 


(see illustration, page 408). He was the 
picturesque Terente, the “Robin Hood of 
the Delta." He robbed the rich and gave 
to the poor and never look a leu irom any- 
one without giving a signed receipt for what 
he had stolen. He wrote amusing letters to 
the police and gendarmerie, seying that he 
had talked with the commandant the nieht 
before-or thanking an officer for the drink 
they hac had together. 

Once the gendarmes combed the swamps 
and surrounded him, but be escaped by 
lying under the water and breathing through 
a hollow reed until the almost solid line of 
police had passed him by. But he woe 
finally cautht and shot down when ihe 

dlice lay in wait for him outside his sweet- 
heart's hut on the edge of a fishing yillage— 
“cherches la femme!” 

Once on our return we saw a home-made 
merry-go-round operated by a group of 
boys who stood on a platform above and 
pushed it at top speed (see illustration, 
page 405). 

Late in the afternoon we arrived at a 
very Russian town with the Turkish name 
of Ismailat the mouth of the Danube. ‘The 
population was perhaps 30,000, and fromm 
the boat we could see the green domes of 

at least a dozen churches rising above the 
foie bearing the Russian cross with its two

During the jong Romanian winter, when 
deep snow covers the ground and steals his 
tiny hut, the peasant makes into thread the 
flax or hemp of his felds. On his home 
looms he weaves cloth and embellishes it 
with intricate embroidery whose ancient de- 





Signs are a part of his polyglot background. 


His pottery is as primitive ond brilliant as 
that af ote American Indians, and in the 
dim past may have come from the same 
Asiatic source. The wool from the backs 
of bis sheep ie carded by hand, spun into 
yarn by the distaff, and woven on home- 
mide looms into carpets (see Color Mlate 
VI and page 407}. 

MONASTERIES ARE TREASUKIES OF ART 

But what does the world know of the 
greatest aod richest of all Romania's art 
treasures—her medieval, fortified mornits- 
teries? Why does not the world come here 
to enjoy the beauties of these Byzantine 
monuments as it goes to see the inberit- 
ances of Ltaly and Spain, or the mosques 
of Istanbul? Why have so few travelers 
visited and written accounts of her monas- 
teres, about which clusters a wealth nf 
muterial, historical and legendary? Even if 
one fives In Romania, one is Bavely Con 
scious of the existence of these monasteries. 

Because of the lack of local interest, I 
wis not prepared for their rare charm. De- 
spite the hardships of travel over bad roads, 
we found it well worth our discomfort and

an invatler, or to serve 45 a refuge for their 
fomilies cone! retainers in time of peril, Most 
of them ore medieval fortresses and assuch 
their location is of particular interest, 

Built in isolated spots at the head of 
charming river valleys and hidden in wooced 
mountains, they were made impregnable as 
much by obscurity as by high walls, bas- 
tions, and occasional moots. Although they 
passed through the hands of many invaders, 
Hf is extraordinary how intact they have 
kept their early Byzantine character and 
Greek Orthodox tradition. 

Romania is the only Latin, or Romance, 
country of the Eastern faith, 
caught from the first Roman invaders, 
basically Latin, but has absorbed much of 
the Slavic tongue, The ceremonial church 
language used from earliest days was Sla- 
vont, and it oooupies that place in the 
written record and ritual of the church 
which Latin does in the Catholic churches 
of the Western world. — 


A CHURCH BELL THAT SOUNDED LIKE A 
TOM-TOoM 

Slavonic was built on the alphabet in- 

vented by Cyril, a missionary monk of the 

Eastern church, to fit the Slavie tongue. 

Cyril and his brother, Methodius, set out 


from Constantinople [ istanbul) i in the. winth 


century to convert the pagan Slavic tribes 
to Christianity. The Romanians had been 
Christians since Roman times. 

We were fortunate in visiting Cozia, re- 
rion of Oltenia, in the late afternoon. As 
we were leaving, our footsteps were arrested 
stiddenty by a strange oriental rhythm, A 
young monk, beating on heavy curved bur 
of timber, was calling his brothers to ves- 
pers. The bizarre tone and the echoes

fom-toms, We discovered that the wooden 
arc had been substituted for ancient bells 
which were melted down ond made into 
cannon balls during the war. | 

A few miles farther on, in a sechoded 
valley, we came upen the charming old 
monastery of Dintr'un Lemn, now a nun- 
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nery, Ona hill, in a grove of hoary oaks, 
there stands a small wooden church, said to 
be made from the wood of a single tree. 

On o baleeny bright with pink gerani- 
uts, overlooking the church, the charming 
Mother Superior offered us refreshments 
of delicious preserved pears and o elnss 


‘of water—the onerntul fashion of serving 


sweets. Afterwards we were shown throwh 
the apartments filled with fine French Pe 
rind furniture reservecl for the Queen, who 
has honored this monastery with visits from 
time to time, 

Some 25 mules from the Bistritie Momas- 
lery We Caine upon a processiim of priests 
carrying the treasured casket containing the 
bones of St. Gregory thraugh the streets of 
Rimnical-Valcea, <A. crowd of peasants 
and townspecple followed in dusty pilgrim- 
tee, joining in the chanting and prayers of 
the priests for ram in this valley, which 
had suffered a drought for several months. 
Perhaps we witnessed a miracle, for while 
we were visiting Bistrita later it suddenly 
commencm! to. rain. 

From Bistritn an easy half hour’s drive 
brought us to Horez, the finest of all the 
seventeenth-century foundations of Con- 
stantine Brancoyan, ‘The monastery takes 
its name from the horned owls of its en- 
circling forest. We entered the fortified 
gate, chilled by the forbidding aspect of its 
grim walls, to step into a more friendly 
world of beauty and repose, 

Nuns now replace the monks, and we 
enjoyed our visit to the large workroom, 
where they weave carpets and cloth from 
the wool of their flocks and the flux of their 
helds. Upon Horez, Constantine Brancovan 
lavished incalculable wealth in the expecta- 
tien that it} would serve as a final resting 
place for the membersof his princely house, 


EXTERIOR FHESCOES DEFY WEATIER'S 
BAVAGES 


In the northern part of Moldavin, called 
the “Bucovina” from its vast beech forests, 
one finds many of the most beautiful of the 
fortress monasteries, The exterior walls of 
brick and stone are ofttimes decorated with 
enamel terra-cotta plaques and by exterior 
frescoes, whose state of preservation is 
amazing in this land of extremes of tem- 
perature, 

To Stephen the Great of Moldavia, that 
religions and powerful prince who ruled free 
1457 to 1504, is largely due the credit of 
having built these enduring monuments, as

Although the perspective ts primitive and 
the figures ramrtodlike and unywlding, the 
weallh of small decorative detail ancl the 
color enhance the charm of these paintings, 
which have so well withstood the elements 
during centuries, ‘Their preservation sym- 
bolizes irl a way the strong church faith 
which resisted the years of battle fought on 
this ground.

Neam{u, a monastery dating from 1390, 
i manly interesting for its treastres and 
because it became a center of church Sla- 
vonic lore, [Tt was restored in the late fif- 
teenth century by Stephen the Great. The 
church is constructed of brick, with here 
and there a fragment of brightly colored 
chameled tile, reminding one that once it 
presented a facade of bizarre, strong, pri- 
mary colors, elementary in desien but satis- 
fying a taste at once oriental and primitive. 
Qld frescoes and fine ikons enriched the 
nave ancl promos, 

Extraordinary are the treasures in the 
museum, with its jeweled diadems, heavy 
silver candelabra, amps, and religious 
relics, 

There are also Bibles with beautifulty 
illuminated parchment pages, protected by 
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hand-wrought gold and-siiver backs. Some 
of these were wifts from Alexander the Sec- 
ond of Russia. The treasure includes a 
minth: worn by Stephin the Great, ane 
sume ihons, one of which, over 1,000 years 
old, was brought irom jerusalem by Alex- 
ander the Gol, 


AN ARCHITECTURAL COUSIN OF THE TAJ 
MAHAL 


Neamtu Monastery is a going concern, 
Its long-haired, frocked monks till the fields, 
tend the vineyards, and themselves supply 
must of their wants. 

In front of the church at Neamtu stands 
a baptismal font, crowned by a huge bulb- 
ous eben, reminisvent of the green domes 
of Russian churches. Curiously shaped, it 
is a heritage of the East. 

When Tamerlane laid siege to Damascus 
he tdmired the graceful domes of the city’s 
largest mosque, and gave orders that it be 
spared. Despite his command, the mosque 
wis burned iin the general fire which fol- 
lowed the storming of the citv by his army, 
The ‘Tatar conqueror then gathered to- 
tether the urchitects and workers who had 
built it and took them with him te Samar- 
kand, where they constructed a magnificent 
mosque, adored with the bulbous domes 
which bad caught his fancy at Damascus. 
Tt wis from Samarkand that this unusual 
form of dome was adopted for the churches 
of Russia and farther west. Taken to 
India by Tamerline’s descendants, it may 
he recognized there in the Taj Mahal. 

We spent a night in the nunnery of 
Agapia and next day saw the meerm tres- 
cots of the famous Romanian artist, Grigo- 
reacu, before going on to Putn. 


THE STORY OF STEPHEN'S ARROW 


The nionastery wae bullt by Stephen the 
Great, a quarter of a century before Amer- 
ic was discovered, asa thank offering for 
delivery from Turkish tivasion. 

It is-said that Stephen climbed o neizh- 
boring hill and from it shot an arrow, 
Where the arrow lighted he determined to 
build o monastery to serve as: the burial 
place for himself and his dee The arrow 
was disceyvered inthe heart of a tree, which 
was cut down and the base was-encased in 
a plaster mold and formed a standard for 
the cross. 

A long drive lined with venerable trees 
leads ta the strong walls of the fortification. 
As we entered the thick doorway we saw 
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above our heads the curver cout of arms of 
the Moldavian princes—the bull's head and 
star, Although it has greatly restored, 
the church retains its original slender stee. 
ole. This miseurn contains some of the 
most important treasures of all orthodox 
Christianity, thanks to the farsightedness 
of the monks in hiding them in times of war. 
During the last war & hole was hurriedly 
tom im the walls, into which the treasure 
was thrust. Hay, carelessly piled on top, 
acted asa natural camouflage which allayed 
SUSPICION. 

The Bible of Putnn is very rare. Tt sof 
the thirteenth century and its beautiful Sla- 
vonic characters were painstakingly lettered 
hy hand. 


SATAN’ COMES WHEN HIS MASTER CATT 


Here our visit was made more attractive 
by the young monk who conducted us. In 
many places we had found no one who could 
speak French, English, or German—only 
Romanian. This: young man spoke good 
German, canned it developed that he was an 
Austrian subject while Bucovina belonged 
to Austria, He had become o monk only 
six years previously following the death of 
his brother. He was extremely handsomie, 
but his beauty was somewhat hidden by 
his red beard, 

In the sleeve of his cassock he carried 

a black kitten called “Satan.” Satan would 
come or go at a word! from his master, 
When we visited the church during vespers, 
he escaped aod ran about in a most impious 
manner, ‘The brethren were horrified and 
a chase for Satan at once began. His mus- 
ter, very much amused, finally called Satan, 
who at ance obeyed. 

We decided our frien mitist be the 
“Peck's bad hoy” of the monastery, We 
found that he was the tailor for the monks, 
but he had many other talents. We spent 
an hour in his cell acmiring the oils and 
water colors of which he was the artist, 
He showed us the manuscript of a comedy 
which he was writing to be performed by 
his brothers. He played most artistically a 
Schubert serenade on an antiquated #ither 
and sang, to the accompaniment of his 
guitar, a rollicking English ballad. We 
learned that his greatest varthly desire was 
to own a piano and we wished that we were 
in a position to offer him one. 

To se¢ Sucevita, we lett the main high- 
way and wound slowly up oa rocky track 
which follows the tortuous course of a swift 
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mayntain torrent. The Ulled felds and the 
snug Villages of the wider valley. were leit 
behind and the way led upwards through 
the pime and beech forests over which 
seemed to hung the mist of the Middle Ages: 

We passed peasant woodchoppers with 
old-fashioned, crescent-shaped axes on their 
shoulders or driving onoats laden with for- 
est wood. They were dressed in much the 
same medieval costume as was worn by 
their ancestors when they followed their 
liege lords to the wars. Lang ringlets of 
hair which had never felt the shears hung 
fram under peaked black felt, caps like 
these worn by Robin Hood's merry men. 
Short fleece-lined jerkins, stucled leather 
belts, tight felt breeches caught at the but- 
tom by the thongs af leather buskins com- 
pleted the feudal resemblance, 


A REFUGE FROM ASTATIC TN VARS 


In the mind's eye we were carried back 
through the centuries to the martial flight 
of the Movila brothers, with their women in 
horse litters, their knights and men-at-arms, 
hurrying to make a last stand in their moun- 
tain stronghold awainst the savage inwaders 
from the East. 

What a welcome sight those white walls 
of Sucevita, crowned with high towers, must 
have been for these Christian princes fleeing 
before the Asiatic hordes (ste illustration, 
pate 437), Once the huge porteullis had 
dropped behind them, the Prince's family 
and followers no cloubt hastened to the 
church, which stands in the center of the 
fortress, to pray for deliverance. 

For beauty and interest this church of 
Sucevita has no peer in Romania, Rebuilt 
in the sixteenth century by Jeremiah Movila, 
it Temains unaltered and unravished by 
time. The broad overhanging eaves of the 
round shingled roof have protected from 
rin and snow the beautiful frescoes with 
which the walls are adorned. 

Against a jade-green background are 
seven tiers of fresenes—hermits, murtyrs, 
prophets, apostles, arigels, ancl urchangels— 
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astringe and lowely symphony of primitive 
blues, neds, greens, and bright gol) crowns: 
and halos. On one side wall we were Star- 
Hed to find a procession of Greek philoso- 
phers side by side with the saints, Por- 
traits of Sophocles, Socrates, and Plato 
with dull gold crowns differed little fram 
the saints. — 

In the chapel of the Movilas the walls 
are decorated with portraits of the founders 
and their families. ‘Stone slobs with Sta- 
vonic inscription and Persian tracery cover 
the tombs of all excemt Elizabeth, wife of 
Jereminh, she who could not be buried here. 
To Elizabeth, a ‘beautiful and ambitious 
woman, is attributed the death af her 
brother-in-law, Simeon, that one of her sons 
might reign. Eventually she ws carried 
uff to Constantinople by Turkish allies and 
dishonored by being thrown into the harem 
Of one of the Agas, where she ended her 
days. 

In this room hangs a bronze chandelier 
ormumented with ostrich exes, a gilt of her 
hyshand, Jeremiah. A stall round bex of 
gilded silver which hangs in its center con- 
tains a lock of Elizabeth's Titian red hair, 
This she cut off and sent fram Constanti- 
nople by one of her faithful serviters as a 
gemd-lick token to the monastery, 

Th the museum were tomb coverings ind 
rich tissues, many of which were wroucht 
by the hanils of Elizabeth and her sister-in- 
low, Margaret. Some of the rare Slavonic 
manuscripts have suffered slightly from the 
damp ground in which they were buried 
during the last war. It was with a feeling 
of melancholy and regret that we left the 
tranquil hospitality of Sucevita, and re- 
truce] our steps along the swift stream to 
a newer amd busier world, 

And so lie hidden in the deep valleys of 
the pine- andl beech-clid Corpathions these 
rare treasures of incomparable beauty, 
wrapped. in an atmeasphere of merlieval 
legend and romance, only waiting to de- 
light him who has the curmsaity to seek 
them out.

THE GREAT LAKES DESERVE THEIR NAME 


Airica’s largest lake, Victoria Nyanza, 
would «over most of Lake Superior, but i 
would take 71 Victorians to Al it. Asta 
premier lake, the Aral Sea, is-a bit eae 
than lake Huron, but it would take four 
Arala to fill one Huron. Two Lake Baikals 
would scarcely reach beyond the edges of 
Lake Michivan, although they would oon- 
tain nearly three times as much water. 

If they only lay there, basking in the 
ain or raging with storms, our inland seas 
would be impressive. Hut they have served 
Americaas no inland sen host served another 
land. At every comer of the Great Lakes, 
and because of them, busy cithes have risen. 
On the banks. of a hundred tiny creeks 
commerce has planted its loading piers or 
Hlevators (see map, pages 454-5).

Our bridges crossed cur Lakes as ore he- 
fore they crossed a river, Searcely a sky- 
scraper whose framework has not wallowed 
in the swell of our “Big Sea Water” beiore 
combing our urbanskies, ‘The stery of our 
Great Lakes is one ol unbelievably cheap 
freight rates, of marvelously active freight- 
ers, of fur and bimber, iren and grain, 

In the days when the principal crop of 
America was cold-bred fur, the. St, Law- 
rence was the gateway to our Midwest. 
While the English were seeking the North- 
west Passage to the alluring Orient and 
colonists along the Atlantic were consoli- 
dating their position against the wilderness, 
French vovageurs and missionaries were 
following stream and portage to the heart 
af America, 

Colonization was caught bebween sea iid 
mountain, Exploration puddled its swift 
canoes on lakes and rivers. 

FROM FUR TO TIMBER TO ORE 

Fur was the incentive, and temporal or 
spiritual empire the dream, of Nicolet, 
Joliet, Marquette, and La Salle, to whom 
the watershed between the Great Lakes 
and the wide Mississippi Basin was fnmil- 
iar while the Britith were still settline the 
seacnist. As early as 1700 one could ride 
horseback from Portland, Maine, to Rich- 
mond, Virginia, sleeping cach night in o 
village. But the Appalachian barrier held_ 
Meanwhile the French, more nomadic, were 
spread thinly over a tremenceus inland 
empire. 

In 1303 most of this land became ours 
through the Louisiana Purchase, and the 
vast territory which fur trade and Indian 
alliances had won for France gave trans- 
Appalachian colonization new impetus, For 
a little less than four cents an acre the young 
American Republic acquired rich agricul- 
tural Linds stretching to the headwaters of 
the Missouri and the Yellowstone." 

Around the Lakes, fur ceded its primary 
place to grain or lumber. Hinwatha’s

Superlatives, which swarm around the 
Great Lakes, hive at Huffalo. 


BUFFALO THE “BEAVER CITY” 


This favored spot no more suggests the 
hison than Rome does Romulus of Sita- 
cise Sicily, And, had an Indian interpre- 
ter notoimade a mistake, it would have been 
called “Beaver,” o sturtling but suitable 
name for this busy creek-side port. 

A dozen railways now obscure the fact 
that Buffalo is not a creature of the plains 
but an aquatic city, founded on the creek 
that still sustains it. Us real greatness be- 
gan on October 26, 1825, when the Seneca 
(Céef started down the. 4-foot-deep Erie

Qn June 22, 1933, at Chicago, salt water

Byscule bridges, pointing like how- 
iizers at the tall-speared phalanx of sky- 
ecraupers, aroused the raucous protests al 
a chorus of Klaxons, and pseudo-Indian 
war- whoops sounded over the busy waters 
beside which lonely Fort Dearborn frat 
rise on a swampy shore (see page 483). 

The G-foot channel does to-day what 
river and glocter did more than once in 
the past—links the Great Lakes with the 
Gulf, St. Lewis. hat beeome an expert 
por for northern wheat. It tonk 2740 Viens 
for Joliet’s dream of a Lakes-to-Gulf water- 
way to come true, although Lake Michigan 
water has flowed into the Mississippi Basin 
since 1471.

Fach form of transportation, fighting for 
its share, now forges ahead, now lags be- 
hind, But were traffic stopped on our 
inland seas, our industrial life would sus- 
iain a major shock. 


FOLER WOUTES TO TIDEWATER 


Four routes to tidewater now exist: the 
Illinois Waterway, with 'a 9-foot, channel; 
the New York State Barge Canal and its 
branch to Oswego, both with a depth of 
12. feet: and the St. Lawrence canals, In 
which there are 14 feet of water. The 
deepest artificial link is the new Welland 
Cunal, which not only has 30 feet of water 
cy) the sills of its spectacular Jocks, but alse 
accomplishes the steepest lift—32652 feet 
in. 25 miles (see Wstration, page 463). 

Even before the war occasional tramp 
steamers entered the Great Lakes from tide- 
water, andl teday ocean bottoms are no 
novelty. In 1933 over o hundred steamers 
from overseas ports brought in cod-liver ail, 
canned fish, ind merchandise from Purope 
to Detroit, and departed with pitch, wood 
pulp, and maotorcars. 

Shiploads of automobiles have been sent 
direct from Detroit to London and Ham- 
hire. Romanian oil, coming direct from 
the Black Sea, competes with American gas- 
dline in Detroit, Ships rezularly sail from 
the River Rouge to ocean ports around 
the world, The economic balance beam is 
seldom at rest. 

Buffalo, welcoming western gram anid 
sending back return cargors of immigrints 
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and pioneers, helped feed the East with 
bread and the West with brains and brawn, 
While retaining its preeminence in the 
transfer of gram, tt has since become our 
milling metropolis. 

Slide alongside a grain wharf beside 
Buffalo Creek, and close-built, bastions, of 
cement silos, cising to heaven, obscure the 
view, From a plane o grain elevator looks 
like a prison wall, barring the river from 
the rails. This if pure illusion. ‘Through 
Buffalo's dlevators the golden flood of 
erain pours like water (see page 404}. 


THE MIRACLE GF WHEAT 


In October, 1839, when the brig Osceola 
brought 1,678 bushels of wheat from Chi- 
cam to Boffalo, it took seven days to un- 
load the cargo, Buiffalo’s 29 elevators 
could now unload that much wheat in less 
than nine seconds: Yet, were they empty, 
it would take cight &-hour days to ffl them 
to their capacity of 50,000,000 bushels. 

Grain steamers winter in Buffalo harbor 
and add vast Storage space to that of the 
elevators, which toke over the prain as 
fust as there is room for it. Ship-owners 
are thus able to earn money while their 
ships lie idle—ias near paradise as owners 
af idle ships ever get. But if they arrive 
at Buffalo when the elevators are full and 
wish to make one more lake trip before the 
ice closes in, they are out of duck and the 
shipper pays a higher mite. 

Bulk wheat rides from the head of Lake 
Superior to the foot af Lake Erie for about 
three cents a bushel. Bin flour can’t be 
handled in bulk like so much ore or lime- 
stone, and, as 4 conscquence, milling has 
moved cast to a center within 500 miles of 
which lives 80 per cent of our population. 
The Great Lokes have been kind to Buffalo, 

Although commercial Buffalo is largely 
aquatic and a creation of our inland seas, 
the Buffalo sport-lover is. landlubber, en- 
joying splendid parks, hut largely ignoring 
the lake, [1 is 25 miles to Buffalo's near- 
est fashionable beach, anc its Coney Island, 
Crystal Beach, is in Canada,

Pur est, have o cosmopolitan gir, Hul- 
falo, ranking inland port in the world, most 
reminds me of Port Saul, whose harbor, 
now teeming with traffic, empties itself dur- 
int lemech. 

Lake freighters are disarmingly unim- 
posing, with their engmes so far aft that 
Lhey seem to have-almost missed the boat: 
but they are aiicient. A crack liner run- 
ning between Istanbul and Trieste may 





make 26 round tips in a vear. The huge 
bulk freighters of the Great Lakes do vastly 
better in a shorter season. In 1928 the 
seli-unloading steamer feron carried 57 
carpors of stone and 73 of soft coal—a 
totul of 130 cargoes, avpregating nearly a 
million tans—almost four Irips a week,

This, the first iron-hulled ship on the 
Great Lakes, was forged in Pittsburgh and 
transported through the wilderness to Erie. 
Scuffers expected her to sink. She dil 
stick on the ways until the distin 
guests had gone home, Then she taunched 
herself by night. 

Flying the Stara and Stripes, she de- 
thraned King Strang, of Beaver Island, 
and helped Canady crush the 4-re iment 
Fenian Ca To-day she is our oldest-re- 
maining proof that an iron-hulled vessel 
will float—a man-of-war pranddaddy of all 
those iron-hulled ships which carry the 
commerce of the Lakes, 

Since the templates and ribs of the 
Wolverine came through the wilderness, 
89 years ago, the Pittsburgh region has 
driven many lines of iron rails-to the loke- 
side, and rival industrial cities have grown 
to greatness alorig Loke Erie. Conneaut, 
Ashtaluila, Fairport, Cleveland, and Lorain, 
all clutch the ore from Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, “ml Michigan tn their chomehell 
buckets. Huron, Toledo, and Sandusky 
overturm millions of cars of bituminous coal 
into ships for Duluth-Superior, Milwaukee, 
Chicago, and other ports between Fort Wi- 
liam and Montreal, 

Railway tricks now occupy the old canal 
bed beside the Cuyahoga, but the forgotten 
Ohie Canal did for Cleveland what the Erie 
Canal did for Buifalo.* The lowland route 
from coal field io iron range lay along the 
Cuvahous Valley. Like Buffalo, Cleveland 
dwed its carly realness: to a creek, 

Chic secretaries, high up in the 700-foot 
tower of Cleveland. Union Station, look 
down in spirit as in’ truth on Cuyuhoga 
“Flats,” . 

From a tower owned by railways they 
can easily identify the site of a canal bed 
buried under a railroatl right of way. In 
the meat striking unit of Cleveland's am- 
bitious “City With «a City” they survey 
the ugly valley which interrupts the plateau 
along which the spacious city sprawls.

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If they look with their eves only, “the 
Flats” are a blot on the landscape. The 
Cuyahoga is bul one of many crooked, 
slow, slimy, smelly little rivers, iridescent 
with oil, edgett with rust, and ‘crpssed by 
dull biack brides, which ‘obsequiously eli- 
ter the Great Lakes. 

But back af these homely litthe cracks, 
reflecting prosaic chimneys and veiled in 
smoke, are heart-stirring symbols on ticker 
tape, exclusive homes on many a Lake 
Shore drive, bridges on the Euphrates ane 
the Irrawaddy, pri pipelines across the Syrian 
Desert, and chemical works as efficient and 
odorous as those of the Ruhr. 

Bridges and viaducts have so criss- 
crossed the Cuyahoga that folk need not 
descend into the valley, and usually only 
artists, photographers;-and other Boheriuns 
frequent the river banks, past which bright, 
offciows tues escort awkward barges like 
cinema ushers conducting patrons through 
their palaces of black magic. 

A heat wave and I invaded Toledo to- 
gether, and | took refuge in one of the 
many splendid art galleries which, along 
with colleges, libraries, and the like, make 
the American Mediterranean a New World 
center of cultural effort. 

Other lands have richer art treasures, 
but where will one fine] them more fittingly 
displayed? In the Old World, paintings, 
sculpture, numismiatic collections, nnd ar- 
cheological finds often sucdeeied to palaces 
originally designed as dwellings for royalty ; 
but the museums of Buffalo, Cleveland, 
Detroit, and Chicago provide suitable set- 
tinpes ior their treasures.

At the ‘Toledo Museum of Art it was 
not the priceless collection of rare glass, 
the chaste heauty of the Peristvle concert 
hall, or the fireproof storage vaults that 
mast ewesset me. This vast temple of 
diverse beauty, with eight acres of floor 
space, does admirably provide room in 
which the art collections can grow, but to 
its corridors are welcomed thowsands of 
living artists for training in a Free School

Detroit is the cinital of that dynamic

Milwaukee's bridges seem to have been 
cut on the bias (see illustration, pave 487}. 
The air traveler can see ot a glance how 
two settlements glared at each other across 
the river, and the street signs still suggest 
that Milwaukee is as much a pair of twins 
as Benton Harbor and St. Joseph or Muari- 
nettle ond Menominee, 

For years the rivalry between civil engi- 
neer Kilbourn and fur-trader Juneau was 
such that ferries furnished the only means 
of communication across a stream which 
the modern business section almost ignores. 
When the bridges came they could not 


match the spacious squares of the engineer 


with the smaller sections of the fur post. 


Tiiagonal bridges suggest that Kilbourn's 


Milwaukee slid south of Juneau's Plateau, 
with the river asa fault Hne, 

In Milwaukee there is no question about 
the gender of a ship. About 1905 a young 
reporter for the Miwantee Sentinel founel 
ship news, for no apparent reason, hard 
sledding. A friendly sailor finally furnished 
the clue. 

“The Sentinel will never hear the gossip, 
of the water front so long as it calls a ship 
it" said he. So “it” camé out of the 
Sentinel stylebook, “she” wenl in, and ship 
news beran to bowm. 

In spite of the slogan that “made Mil- 
watikee famous,” only in one year, 1889, 
wis brewing Milwaukee's majir industry.

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Hut Milwaukee shovels. severed the link 
between the Americas and are banishing 
milana from the land of the Thessalonians 
anid Alexander the Great; a Milwaukee ore- 
crusher in Chile is the giant of its tribe: 
Milwaukee - made engines, hydroelectric 
onits, and pumps are known the warld over, 
and with the oid of pictorial advertising 
Milwaukee silk hosiery has gained a foot- 
ing throughout the Near East, 

As far os the Great Lakes are concerned, 
Milwaukee is second to Buffalo as a receiv: 
ing port, and Milwaukee-made shovels ure 
shooping up a considerable portion of the 
oe of Minnesota to keep the ore heats 
Sy. 

When canals were mest in fashivin, Kil- 
bourn planned one from Lake Michigan 
to the Mississippi via the Oconomowoc 
Lakes and Rock River, but railways arrived 
in time to prick the canal bubble. 

Water power from one of the canal dames 


once drove Milwaukee's chief industries, 


and it is hard te believe that lear! and bwck- 
shot once dominated the thoughts of Wis- 
consin’s canal builders and railway men: 
but the ox-irawn Jead caravans from Towa 
County to Milwaukee ranked with the 
cheapest and most efficient transportation 
of our early days, Strangely enough, Wis- 
consin lead producers did poet profit from 
the Civil War, The shot tower at Helena, 
center of the grandiose dreams of traffic 
men, cease operations just after Fort 
Sumter fell, 


LARK MICHIGAN BREEZES FOSTER 
ORCHARDS 


Lake Michigan's influence on climate 
may be measured by orchards. From the 
cherries of Traverse City to the peach or- 
chars near South Haven, the Michigan 
shore is one vast fruit belt, The cool lake 
breezes from the west retard the blossom- 
ing and so prevent damage by frost. 

Thanks to the tempering influence of 
Green Bay, over whose portage Father 
Marguette and Joliet first reached the 
Mississippi, Door County is Wiseonsin’s 
Cherryland. Near Sturgeon Bay 1 visited 
a camp where 140 girls, mostly fream Mil- 
wiukee, were having the time of their lives.

THE REMAINS OF A TRAIL THAT MADI 
HISTORY 


Just short of Pigeon River one comes to 
a tiny aisle throurh the woods. Deeply 
carpeted with ferns and overarched with 
silver birches, this idyllic lover’s lane seems 
innacent of economic or political sipnifi- 
cance, Say that it is more important than 
Broadway or Michigan Avenue and -win- 
dow-shoppers would taugh at you. But it's 
trut, 

This shade-flecked pathway is what re- 
mains of Grand Portage Trail, so impor- 
tant a highway to the 1sth-century North- 
weet that it made Pigeon River, mot the 
St. Louis River, our international boundary 
with Canada (see parte 475), 

Not only did the fur trader open our 
continent, but his trail saved for us aur 
Tichest iron mines and widest graintields. 
But for Grand Portage ‘Trail, most of the 
Great Lakes traffic might now be Canadian, 
and a deep St. Lawrence waterway, so 
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estentiol to Canale, might long since have 
diverted the lion's share of Great Lakes 
trafic to the- sea. 

Even the proud record of 120 vers of 
peace may depend on the fact thot fur 
traders two centuries ago weed Grand Por- 
tage Trail, and Franklin and Webster in 
defining the boundary were able to confirm 
with ink-and seal a fact already written with 
hot anc moccasin, 

The costomhonses are farther on beside 
Pireon River, to avoid whose cascades the 
Portage Trail wes tracecd. 

In crossing the boundary the clock ad- 
vanced an hour, The Mamonic was fifty 
miles away and -would sailin ninety minutes. 

Nothing amuses Canadians more than 
eens “Gnited Sintes in dealing with 

us. The customs and immigration men 
hustled me past less hurried travelers ond 
hastened meoon my way with slang: 

“Vou better step on it,” said Canada’s 
official welcomer, passing In my cameras 
and car. And “step on it” I did, though 
T could net resist the temptation to stop for 
several photographs along this wonder trail. 

The water-frant elevators of Fort Wil- 
liam and Port Arthur can store 86,500,000 
bushels at one time, almost twice Buffalo's 
capacity and enough to provide bread for 
all North America for months.

For ages heavy evaporation during nine 
months of the year has corried awwy the 
surplus water, leaving behind quantities of 
petaéh and bromine, until the waters are 50 
impregnated that practically no form of life 
cin exist therein. Brine i pumped through 
a deep-sea pipe line to. enormous evapora- 
tion pans, and a distillery plant has been 
constructed at the northern end of the Salt 
Sea, Thos Palettine is placed in the fore- 
most tank of potash- and bromine-praducing 
countries. Yearly production of potash will 
eventually reach 100,000 tans. 

The Dead Sea is rich in bromine, and 
its use in the production of chemical com- 
pounds and dyes and in the production of 
anti-knock gasoling is increasing. 

It was thought that Europeans could not 
live habitually at such a depth below the 
earth's surface, but facts prove otherwise. 


To-day Jewish and Arab workers live to- 
¢ether ina (owrishing settlement, winning 
the riches of the sea which so lone was dead 
but is now alive, 

Near the main plant there is a fresh-

YOUR SOCIETY SPONSORS AN EXPEDITION 
TO EXPLORE THE STRATOSPHERE 


[™) INCREASE scientific knowledge 
of the upper air, the National Geo 
graphic Society is cooperating with 


the U.S. Army Air Corps and a group, of 
other donors in sponsoring a ballown ascent 
inte the stratosphere in the summer of 1934. 
The balloon to be weed in the flight, with 
a capacity of 3,000,000 cubic feet, is. the 
largest. free balloon ever designed. Fully 


inflated, it would entirely enclose an 1-- 


story building as wide and deep as it is 
high (see illustration, page 529). 

This huge bar is designed te ascent), with 
two possenvers, to an altitide of apprex- 
mately 15 miles above sea level, The bal- 
loon will be piloted by Maj, William E. 
Kepner, expert bualloonist, and will have as 
ohaetver and operator of scientific equip- 
ment Capl, Albert W, Stevens, both of the 
U.S, Army Air Corps. 

The first ascent will be made in Tune. 
If this fight is successful, Major Kenner 
tm Captain Stevens will moke ca secon 
wecent in September, to check observations 
under similar conditions: 

The completed plans for the flight are 
due to the efforts of Captain Stevens. He 
has gathered dato during the past year with 
the idea of using, in a stratosphere fight. 
the lomest ballodn which it is practicable 
to construct, and of rising to the highest 
paint which it is believed le for man 
to teach in o gas bag, with assurance of a 
sale landing, Mere ithiivent of altitude, 
however, is nota primary object. Tt is de- 
sired to reach the loftiest attainable height 
above the earth to explore-conditions there. 

MORE THAN TWO ACHES OF FARRIC 

Two fod a third acres of cotton fabric 
will be required to make the bag of the 
atratosphere balloon. Together with its 
netessary bands, ropes, valves, and other 
attachments, but net including the grndola, 
the huge bag: will weigh slightly more than 
two amd a half tons, The vondola, the 
crew of two men, the instruments and equip- 
ment, and the hallsct will bring the total 
weivht to be lifted to nearly eight tons. 

To house the many instruments and au- 
fomatic recording devices, the balloon will 
have attached to it a spherical gondola of 
light metal 4 feet 4 inches in diameter. This

The balloon will not be entirely fled 
out by 6 hydrogen gas until it reaches its 
“celling —the highest point to which it can 
rise. it will then be np huge sphere 150 
feet in diameter, When it rises from the 
eirth, only partly inflated, it will be shaped 
like a gigantic exclimation point, with the 
rocnd gondola representing the period. As 
the gondola leaves the ground, the top «af 
the bag will be 295 feet above it—higher 
than a Po-story effice building. 

The balloon fabric will be impregnated 
with rubber, The spherical gondola, with 
its freight of men, instruments, nnd ballast, 
will be suspended from the balloon enve- 
lope by a system of ropes attached at 160 
points around the bag. These suspension 
ropes will converge to a load ring, and from 
this cing ten supporting ropes will extend 
downwart! to the gondola. 


AUTOSMLATIC RECOHEING DEVICES 


Because, in the past, balloonists have 
been handicapped by jammins of valve 
ropes, and by the impossibility of manipu- 
lating the ropes at high altitudes through 
the air-tight wall of the gondola, Captain 
Stevens lias designed a novel safety system 
for operating the gus valve, A small tube 
will connect the valve mechanism, near the 
top of the bag, with the inside of the gon- 
dols, and compressed air will be weer to 
open and close the valve, Just as a camera 
shutter is operated by squeezing m bulb. 

The balloon i being constructed in 
Akron, Ohio, by the Goodytat-Zeppelin 
Corporation, builder of the U, 5, Navy 
drigibles Afrow and Mucon and of the 
G00.000-cubic-foor balloin in which Com- 
munder Settle and Major Fordney made 
their stratosphere (ight in November, 1933, 

Many of the instruments will be outside 
the gondola shell and will be connected! to 
dials and recording devices in the interior 
by tubes and wires. A number of the in- 
strument= have been designed and modified 
by Captain Stevens, a5 a result of trials 
during high-altitude airplane flights, The 
thajarity will be automatic, and a number 
af tiny cameras, using motion-picture film. 
will “read” dials and clock faces simulta- 
nesusly at frequent intervals. 

In an airplane flight over Dayton, Ohio, 
in October, 1928, Captain Stevens attained 
39,150 feet (nearly 7" miles) and obtained
